RTD negotiators 


agree: it will 


be long strike 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Although 
negotiators for the Southern C aliforiia 
Rapid T ransit D istrict and striking bus 
drivers and m echanics can’t agree 011 
a settlem ent to end the 36-day old 
strike, they did agree on one thing—it 
will be a long one. 


“ This unfortunate strike will be with 
us for som e tim e,” said Thom as G. 
Neusom, president of the RTD’s board 
of directors. 


In a news conference M onday, Neu­ 
som said the unions’ dem ands were 
“ absurd and outrageous” and called 
for a m em bership vote on the district’s 
last offer. 
The

m anagem ent 
offer, 
he 
said, would cost $14.7 million over a 
tw o-year period, or m ore than $1 mil­ 
lion above the recom m endations m ade 
by Gov. Ronald R eagan’s special fact 
finding com m ittee. 
Jerom e Long, head of the Amalga­ 
m ated T ransit Union, representing 730 
striking m echanics, said union m em ­ 
bers directed him last Friday not to 
“ bring back any garbage (unaccep­ 
table contract proposal) after w e’ve 
been out this long.” 
N e u s o m criticized both striking 
unions, calling their dem ands “ beyond 
the realm of serious negotiation,” and

umons have 
rejected 
all 
reasonable attem pts to end the strike.

Nixon,” terH orst said. 


“ M ercy, like justice, m ust be dis­ 
pensed evenhandedly when it’s done at 
a presidential level,” he said. “T hat 
would tan$ in, I think, m any of the 
deiendants’a n d som e of those in prison 
as a result of offenses stem m ing from 
the sam e W atergate situation for which 
form er President received his p a r­ 
don.** 
T eriio rst was interviw ed on the NBC 
Today Show two days a fter Ford an­ 
nounced his unconditional pardon of 
Nixon. TerH orst consequently resigned 
the po^t he held for just 31 days, say­ 
ing he could not defend F ord’s deci­ 
sion. 
The Detroit News Monday announced 
that ferH orst has been rehired as a na­

Ford-Nixon deal denied 
by White House Official 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford m ade no attem pt to extract a 
confession of wrongdoing from form er 
President Nixon in exchange for an un­ 
conditional pardon, a White House spo­ 
kesm an said today. 
L arry Speakes, a press aide, said he 
cam e to 
that conclusion after con­ 
sulting with Ford and a sm all circle of 
the President’s associates who were in­ 
volved in the negotiations prior to the 
decision announced Sunday to grant 
Nixon a “ full, free and absolute” par­ 
don for all offenses he m ay have com ­ 
m itted in office. 
The New York Tim es today quoted a 
“ reliable source” as 
saying 
Ford’s 
law yers asked Nixon to m ake w hat the 
form er president regarded as “ a public 
confession of crim inal guilt” in ex­ 
change for the pardon. 
The Tim es said that Nixon “ angrily 
refused and subsequent negotiations be­ 
tween the two cam ps caused the delay 
in reaching an agreem ent...” 
“ It w as an act of m ercy,” Speakes 
said. “ Ford planned to pardon Nixon 
without the 
form er 
president 
doing 
anything in return. 
He expected 
it 
would be right for the country th at Ni­ 
xon should be pardoned.” 
Speakes said White House counsel 


Philip Buchen, Ford’s chief agent in 
the pardon negotiations with 
Nixon, 
told reporters Sunday that there had 
been no “ precondition” for the pardon. 
The W ashington Post said today the 
sprecial prosecutor’s office intorm ed 
Ford there w ere 10 possible a reas of 
“ crim inal liability” for which Nixon 
could be cited. Quoting a Capitol Hill 
source, it said Ford hud expected to 
m ake the list public, but Special Pro­ 
secutor Leon Jaw orski refused. 
Ford has been m eeting with his sen­ 
ior staff, apparently to assess the wi­ 
despread adverse reaction to the party. 
But when Deputy P ress S ecretary John 
W. Hushen w as asked if Ford had any 
regrets, he replied: “ None.”

the 
question 
of 
Nixon’s 
health did not surface in any of the 
dicussions about a pardon. There have 
been several 
published 
reports that 
Ford was disturbed over word from Ni­ 
n e 's friends and associates th at the 
form er president w as “terribly depr­ 
essed” and that his health w as th rea­ 
tened. 
Hushen told reporters Monday that 
Ford had expected his decision would 
be controversial. But it w as unclear 
w hether the President had forseen the 
intensity of the reaction of the peoolc.

But the form er president’s attorney, 
Dean S. Butler, denied that the resig­ 
nation — scheduled to take place in the 
next couple of weeks —had anything to 
do 
with

“ Form er President Nixon has d eter­ 
m ined that m the future he will be en­ 
gaged in m atters other than the p rac ­ 


tice of law ,” Butler said in an inform al 
letter to b ar president Seth M. Hufsied- 
ler. 
Nixon, who began his law c a ree r in 
California in 1939. has to be a m em ber 
of the b ar to practice in the state. Bui 
ler also said Nixon plans to resign 
from the New Y ork state bar, but the 
secretary of that institution said he 
had not received any form al indication 
of it.

Airliner studied 


for evidence of 


guerrilla bombing 


ATHENS (UPI) — Investigators ex­ 
amined the wreckage of a Trans World 
Airlines jet today to determine whether 
a suicide bomber blew up the aircraft 
over the Ionian Sea, killing all 88 per­ 
sons aboard. 


Officials said they hoped pieces of 
the Boeing 707 and bodies recovered 
from the water would help check a 
claim by a Palestinian guerrilla group 
that one of Its members set off explo­ 
sives he carried aboard the jet. 
The plane. Flight 841 from Tel Aviv 
to New York with stops in Athens and 
Rome, went down in the Ionian Sea be­ 
tween Greece and Italy Sunday, mo­ 
ments after the pilot radioed that an 
enaine was *on fire. 
“We don’t expect to find any survi­ 
vors,” Greek Transport Minister Em­ 
manuel Kefaioyannis said Monday. 
He said Greek and American ships, 
led by the U.S. 6th Fleet aircraft car­ 
rier Independence, recovered 19 bodies 
from the choppy sea and flew the first 
nine to Athens for autopsies. 
Edward Dreifus, head ot a U.S. Na- 
tionai Transportation Safety Board in­ 
vestigating team that arrived Monday, 
said no possible cause of the crash had 
been excluded. 
The Arab Nationalist Youth Organ­

Pardon raises 
many questions

Legal and political science experts 
have raised questions as to the con­ 
stitutionality and morality of President 
Ford’s decision to pardon Richard M. 
Nixon, and what effects that decision 
may have on the nation. 
Dr. Philip Kurland, professor ol con­ 
st tutiorial law at the University cf Chi­ 
cago and a noted expert on the sub­ 
ject, said there

stitutional question as to the validity of 
the pardon. 
“ Certainly there are grave dangers 
in the use ol a pardon to exonerate a 
government official for crimes whiie in 
office, even before he is charged vith 
any,” said Kurland, legal adviser to the 
Senate subcommittee on separation ot 
powers. 
He said that if Nixon had ordered

W atergate burglary, he would have 
created grounds for impeachment 
“ Is the present action less of a viola­ 
tion of the presidential oath faithfully 
to execute the laws?”

Nixon pardon creates 
concern among editors

Newspaper editors on both sides of 
the controversy about President Ford’s 
pardon of Richard M. Nixon expressed 
editorial concern today about its divi­ 
sive impact on the nation. 
The Corpus Christi, Tex., Caller said 
that, “ For the time being, at least, we 
are willing to believe that he (Ford) 
chose the lesser of two evils.” But the 
paper also commented that it “would 
be sad ... if it turns out that pardoning 
Nixon stirs greater and more divisive 
controversy than trying Nixon would 
have caused.” 
The Dallas Times Herald, saying 
Ford had “ painfully ... rendered the 
right decision,” foresaw “ much dis­ 
cussion about this presidential par­ 
don.” 
The Tulsa Tribune, 
in 
endorsing 
Ford’s decision, 
was unenthusiastic. 
“ In balance,” the Tribune said, “ the 
pardon, although no one yet quite 
knows for what, may be just as well.” 
The San Frarfcisco Chronicle, while 
conceding

have become “ inevitable,” said Ford 
had touched off a “ massive eruption of 
conflicting opinions.” The pardon, ac­ 
cording to the Chronicle, had the effect 
of splitting “ the public, the press, the 
legal profession, and the Congress into

tions.” 
The Miami Herald commented, “We 
are filled with a sense ol outrage at 
the timing of the pardon and its ration­ 
ale." The action was “more likely to

calm any passions.”

The New York Times, which Mon da 
called the pardon an affront on th 
Constitution and the American svster 
of justice, today said that a “ mor 
divisive and distasteful outcome” < 
the Watergate affair “could scarce!

The Times added, “ Mr. Nixon’s st< 
wardship in the office of president wi 
be more open to controversy than ev< 
before.”

Larry Wachtel of Bache and Co. said 
there never was a honeymoon between 
Ford and the nation’s investors and 
doubted the pardon had any influence 
on the market. 
“ When President Ford took over, the 
market went down 150 points,” he said. 
“ The lesson was that the market is 
only interested in economic policy. I 
tail to see anything economic in the 
whole shooting match,” 
The Dow Jones industrial average

day. after spurting more than 29 points 
in the two prior trading sessions. 
Most brokers agreed that although 
the pardon question was disturbing, a

Evel Knievel flew over the 
Snake River Canyon Monday 
in an airplane and waved 
g o o d b y e . “ I’m not going 
back,” he said. 
He flew to his home here 
after his attempt to cross the 
canyon in his steam-powered 
“Skycycle X2” failed Sunday. 
He was met by a cheering 
crowd and a motorcade. 
The daredevil, who earned 
$9 million for the sturt, made 
it clear he wouldn’t try again. 
“ Today 
I 
flew over 
the 
Snake River Canyon for the 
last time, and I waved a final 
goodbye,” he said. 
Knievel said the premature 
release of the parachute that 
caused 
the 
“Skycycle” 
to 
brake and drift down the 600- 
foot deep canyon was not his 
fault or the rocket team’s. He 
called it “metal failure.” 
“ But there was no failure 
with God because he made 
the wind blow, and he blew 
me to the side of that canyon 
and I lived.” 
He had face lacerations and 
b r u i s e s but suffered no 


serious injuries. The event 
grossed about $21 million for 
the promoters. 
Knievel said he blacked out 
when the rocket blasted off 
from the launching pad in an 
attempt to loop over the quar- 
ter-mile canyon near Twin 
Falls, Idaho. 
“ I didn’t know what was 
h a p p e n i n g but after the 
skycycle 
chutes 
opened 
I 
woke up again. It was as if 
somebody put the brakes on. 
I ripped my visor away. Then 
terror got to me because I 
knew that if I went into the 
river I would drown. 
“All the time I was headed 
down, I was trying to get out 
of the skycycle because I 
thought I was going into the 
river. My straps were fas­ 
tened in such a way that 1 
couldn’t get out.” 
Of his brush with death he 
said: “ I would have rather 
had a happy landing on the 
other side, but I don’t consid­ 
er being defeated by that 
canoyon a loss.” His eyes 
moistened as he added: “You 
really don’t know how proud I 
am.”

DEAR DR. MILLER: It’s a 
kick watching this tiny kitten 
walk up to Jumbo’s dish and 
start eating his dog 
food. 
Jumbo backs off and stands 
there waiting anxiously for 
Tiny, who's a slow eater, to 
finish. When she finally does 
walk away, then he dives into 
his food and it’s gone in sec­ 
onds. The funny part is if a 
kitten will ignore cat food in 
a dish 3 lew feet away, or 
anywhere else, then Jumbo 
does, too. Does this mean dog 
food is better?—T.G. 


Dear T.S.: No, not for cats, 
and even less so for kittens. 
Cats actually require almost 
four times the dietary protein 
dogs do. Kittens require an 
even 
higher percentage of 
protein than adult cats. Cats 
also need more vitamin B 
complex than some of the oth­ 
er vitamins, 
so 
dog 
food 
would tend to be deficient in 
these areas, and perhaps in 
vitamins as well. A good dog 
food then, is not a good cat 
food. Whether Jumbo helps 
you or not, you have to train 
Tiny to eat her food, not his. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: I live 
in the city and don’t have 
any good places to play with 
my dog. What’s the best way 
to play with a big dog in a 
big city, anyway? — D.K. 
Dear D.K.: Citified condi­ 
tions 
contribute 
to 
canine 
claustrophobia. 
Ponderous 
p o o c h e s are particularly 
prone to this problem. The 
“best” wray of exercising such 
a dog — which is to seek out 
the least crowded nearby area 
and exercise him there (on a 
leash of course) — is usually 
woefully inadequate. 
The difficulties of keeping a 


large dog contented in con­ 
gested areas should be care­ 
fully considered beforehand. 
While many smaller dogs can 
adapt, particularly where the 
owner has adequate time to 
spend with them, play and 
exercise problems increase in 
proportion to size, varying 
considerably among breeds. A 
lean, 
50-pound 
Afghan 
or 
Airedale might require sever­ 
al times the amount of exer­ 
cise necessary to satisfy a 50- 
pound basset. When you al­ 
ready have the dog, of whate­ 
ver size, you obviously do the 
best you can. You can’t really 


make up for lack of adequate 
activity, though a maximum 
amount 
of 
attention 
helps 
some. 
So 
does 
a 
careful 
measuring of your dog’s food 
to avoid obesity by providing 
m i n i m u m caloric require­ 
ments.

Respect, 


“ All groups of children have the po­ 
tential to learn if they are respected 


and if we communicate to them that 
we believe they can learn.” 


That statem ent was m ade Monday 
by Pomona Schools Supt. Robert E. 
Wentz who spoke at morning and after­ 
noon teacher orientation sessions in the 
Education Center auditorium. 


Wentz asked the teachers two ques­ 
tions: 
“ Are your self-fulfilling prop- 
heciestpreconceived ideas) a hindrance 
or a help?” and “ In what do you be­ 
lieve?” 
He called for positive thinking and 


acting from the teachers, who today 
return to their classrooms for the new 
school year. 
He asked them to “adopt prophecies 
t h a t 
will 
enhance 
our 
children’s 
chances of educational success” and to 
avoid “negative views of parents.” 
“Ninety-nine per cent of the parents 
I’ve met do care about their children,” 
Wentz said. “ 1 believe parents want 
their children to succeed in school. 
“ I believe the majority of parents as­ 
sume responsibility for their children 
and will assist at school if they- are 
made to feel wanted, needed and use­ 
ful. 


“The value we hold toward parents 
determines our success. 
We should 
show tolerance and patience and de­ 
velop mutual respect.” 
It is natural to take great pride in 
the student who excels, Wentz told the 
teachers, “ but you’re looking at some 
students who have been fighting failure 
all their lives, and your self-fulfilling 
prophecies quite often determine whe­ 
ther you ever will reach them .” 
W e n t z 
s a i d 
he 
had 
“mixed 
emotions” this year with so many 
changes being made to accommodate 
ninth graders into high school. 
“ We nope the entire process provides 


an opportunity for our young people to 
succeed,” he said. “ We hope we can 
succeed with each student at each 
school in each part of our community.” 
Wentz asked the teachers to endorse 
the school district proposal which will 
appear on the Nov. 5 election ballot to 
increase general purpose taxes $1.44 
per $100 of assessed valuation for 1975- 
76. 
He was preceded at the afternoon 
orientation meeting by Bill Montgome­ 
ry of Pomona who is head of a sub­ 
committee on community contact of a 
citizens group working in support of 
the proposal, known as Proposition QQ. 


Montgomery said p la n s, were being 
formulated to contact face-to-face ev­ 
ery registered voter in the school dis­ 
trict to ask support of the proposal. 
“The City of Pomona cannot afford 
to 
have 
this 
proposition 
fail,” said 
Montgomery. “The overall health of 
the community, not just the school dis­ 
trict, rides on this thing.” 
Meanwhile, complications developed 
in transportation as students in Dia­ 
mond Bar missed their rides to Ga- 
nesha High School on the first day of 
the fall term. 
School officials said the buses were 
on a short day ra tte r than on a min­ 


imum day schedule today and Wednes- 
day. 
Sophomores were being picked up at 
Diamond Bar stops between 7:30 and 8 
a.m. and leaving Ganesha 
for 
the 
home trip 10:30 a.m.; freshmen pick­ 
ups were from 9:45 to 10:15 a.m. and 
departures from the school were at 
12:55 p.m.; and juniors and seniors 
were leaving Diamond Bar between 
12:30 and 1 p.m., and starting their re­ 
turn trips at 2:15 p.m. 
The officials said buses will be on 
the minimum day formats Thursday 
and Friday, as shown on the student 
schedules.

A letter from the Los Angeles County 
Fair Association questioning denial of 
a request tor a banner advertising the 
county fair will be considered by the 
Claremont City Council at tonight’s 
meeting at 7:30. 
Pasadena Decorating Co. had asked 
permission to hang a banner at Har­ 
vard Avenue and Second Street to ad­ 
vertise the fair. The council at its Aug. 
13 meeting denied the request by a 3-1 
vote, with Councilman Frank Hunger- 
ford voting for the banner. 
Secretary-m anager Phil D. Shepherd 
of the fair association told the council 
in a letter that it must have good rea­ 
sons for the denial, but added that the 
association Board of Directors felt that 
Claremont should be apprised of the 
advantages the fair “ holds for the en­ 
tire commuhity including the City of 
Claremont.” 
Shepherd stressed that during 1973 
Claremont residents and businesses re­ 
ceived more than $230,000 in salaries, 
wages, goods and services as direct la­ 
bor or purchases by the fair. 
Sixty Claremont residents were em­ 
ployed by the fair association either 
fulltime or during the fair, Shepherd 
said. 
He also pointed out that the fair dur­ 
ing its 17-day run “completely fills”

In spite of a threat of referendum, 
the .an Dimas City Council Monday 
night reaffirmed its previous decision 
trial tiie area south of Bonita Avenue 
should be designated as residential. 


Attorney David Naugle, representing 
the Cornett Ventilating Systems, told 
the council that his'client nad no other 
choice but. to start referendum peti­ 
tions if the council didn’t change its 
previous decision and return the area 
to manufacturing.

Naugle said. 
Naugle described the controversial 
"ereral plan amendment as the “ long 
hot crim er issue in San Dimas,” and 
said “this block should be for manufac-

‘ig use.” 
The City Council in July voted 3-2 to 
das' na;e the area that is bounded by 
Commercial Street between Cataract 
nue and Monte Vista Avenue and 
south cf Railway Street as residential 
alter many public hearings. Residents 
in the area want the residential desig- 
r a i ion. 
The two industrial plants in the area, 
Cornett Ventilation Systems and A and 
.h Tr. r s fe r and Storage, Inc., will have 
25 year 
to continue operations but 
they cannot expand during this period.

Saturday Review 
at 50 looks ahead 


Any magazine that survives to celebrate its 50th 
anniversary in these inflationary and rapidly chang­ 
ing times deserves congratulations. When the anni­ 
versary comes only a year after the magazine was 
in bankruptcy and seemed headed the way of so 
many others, the event is especially noteworthy. 
The Saturday Review of Literature first saw the 
light of print as a weekly magazine on August 2, 
1924, with Henry Seidel Canby, editor, and Amy 
Loveman, William Rose Benet and Christopher Mor- 
ley, assistant editors, Readership was 23,000 and the 
price 10 cents per copy. 
Through boom, bust and then depression, the Re­ 
view struggled along, scarcely expanding its modest 
circulation but remaining true to the standards its 
editors originally set for it. Young writers now con­ 
sidered classic names in America literature were 
introduced in its pages — Hemingway, Dos Passos, 
Steinbeck and others. Bernard DeVoto became edi­ 
tor in 1936 and was succeeded by George Stevens in 
1938. In 1940, 25-year-old Norman Cousins joined the 
staff as executive editor and shortly became editor. 
In 1952, the name was shortened to Saturday Re­ 
view in keeping with the magazine’s greatly ex­ 
panded coverage, which by then included weekly 
sections on music, theater, films and travel as well 
as increasingly respected editorials by Cousins. By 
1964, circulation had risen to 400,000. 
Cousins also initiated a number of humanitarian 
programs that gained worldwide attention. Among 
them was the “Hiroshima Maidens” project in 1955, 
which brought a group of young women disfigured 
by the atomic bombing to this country for plastic 
and other medical treatment. 
Then in 1971 new publishers took over the Review 
and split it into four specialized monthly magazines 
and a series of book clubs. “In philosophical and 
professional disagreement” with die new owners, 
Cousins resigned and successfully launched his own 
magazine called World. 
Early in 1973, Saturday Review filed for ban­ 
kruptcy and Cousins was asked back to reorganize 
the magazine and resume full editorial control. The 
first biweekly issue of a combined Saturday Review- 
World hit the newstands in September, 1973, with a 
circulation of 850.000. 
A year later, at a party held to mark the maga­ 
zine’s golden anniversary, Cousins announced that it 
was in the black. To celebrate, the Review in Au- 
gusl published two bulging issues, one retrospective 
of the first 50 years, the other looking ahead to the 
next 50. with experts in a number of fields forecast­ 
ing changes that lie ahead. 
“If we were still three years from Lindbergh's 
flight to France when the Saturday Review of Li­ 
terature first appeared,” the editors asked, “and we 
are now walking on the moon, how far will we 
reach in the next 50 years — in 2054?” 
If there is still a Saturday Review-World then — 
and the first 50 years are the hardest — its faithful 
readers will know the answer. 


'Freedom pirates' 


HONG KONG — (LENS) — The Chinese have not yet said a 
word about the third time in two months that a fishing junk 
*.as been hi;acked by organized groups of escapees from China 
to Hong Kong. 
Although only the first of the three junks was a Chinese 
Communist vessel, the other two, Hong Kong-owned, were reg­ 
istered for fishing rights in Chinese waters. In order to retain 
these dual licenses, their captains will undoubtedly report to 
Canton the circumstances of the piracy by band;, of “freedom- 
swimmers” who forced them to sail to Hong Kong. 
This- new escape route could become an embarrassment to 
Britain because a valid protest by China and a demand for the 
return of the pirates would challenge Hong Kong’s tradition of 
sanctuary. The Hong Kong authorities will breathe a prayer of 
relief if the reinforced Communist gunboat patrols prevent fur­ 
ther hijackings. 
The tide of unwanted “freedom-swimmers” to Hong Kong is 
rising — 3,500 have been detained and released by the police in 
the p-ist seven months, an increase of nearly a third over the 
same period last year, and probably only a third of the actual 
total of illegal entrants. 
The number of elderly, disgruntled, useless mouths officially 
allowed by China to enter Hong Kong is still more than double 
the old unofficial limit of 50 a day. 
Clearly is still suits the Chinese to avoid any showdown over 
British sanctuary for escapees, be they “freedom-swimmers 
or “freedom-pi rates” .

Army recruiters enlisting men who 
would fail to meet draft standards 


WASHINGTON - A beaming “Bo” 
Callaway, the secretary of the Army, 


boasted to Congress last month that 


enlistment in the all-volunteer Army 


“is a success story that has surpassed 
even our most optimistic hopes.” 


He neglected to mention that the 
Army has been signing on men with 
physical defects, psychiatric disorders, 
police records and other handicaps 
that would have disqualified them from 
the draft. 


Army recruiters having knowingly 
enlisted convicts on probation, con­ 
cealed police records, instructed appli­ 
cants to hide their ailments and per­ 
mitted substitutes to take exams tor 
unqualified applicants. Doctors have 
even been paid off allegedly to pass 
enlistees who are physically unfit. 


One recruiting sergeant has reported 
that his superior officer ordered him to 
use “every means available to put men 
into the Army” or he “could forget 
about his Army career.” The sergeant 
told investigators he had been instruc­ 
ted “on methods of obtaining false po­ 
lice record checks and forging birth 
verifications.” • 


If these practices are as widespread 
as they appear, the result could be a

dangerously sub-standard Army. 
On 
top of this, preliminary findings also 
indicate that millions have been mis­ 
spent on the Pentagon's massive ad­ 
vertising for volunt^rs. 
We reported on May 4, 1973, that re­ 
cruiters, under pressure to meet enlist­ 
ment quotas, were signing up military 
misfits. In Wisconsin, we disclosed, the 
Army had taken on “recruits with or­ 
ganic heart disease, psychiatric dis­ 
orders, epilepsy and even a couple 
with missing trigger fingers.” 
Subsequently, investigations were or­ 
dered of recruiting violations across 
the country. We have, now obtained an 
inch-thick sheat of investigative re­ 
ports. most of them classified. These 
indicate that the \rm y is sitting on a 
mushrooming scandal. 
The investigative reports and sworn 
statements describe, for example, how 
recruiters tried to slip convicted felons 
through the screening process. 
In one case, a recruiting sergeant 
signed up an enlistee who “had been 
arrested for stealing a car in Cleve­ 
land.” The sergeant “instructed” the 
recruit to conceal the fact of his arrest 
when he enlisted.” Another was told 
“to conceal the fact that (he) was on 
probation for receiving stolen goods.” 
An Army employe, who screens en­ 


listments. testified that “the major 
malpractice centered around false po­ 
lice record checks . . . I have come 
across police record checks which lis­ 
ted offenses . . . The applicants would 
be rejected for moral reasons and sent 
b a c k t o t h e r e c r u i t i n g sta­ 
tions . . . Many times, the applicants 
returned the next day with police re­ 
cord checks which did not list their of­ 
fenses, and the applicants were then 
enlisted into the Army.” 
One technique used by the recruiters 
to obtain a clean police record, my re­ 
porter Chris Torem learned, was to 
send in only part of a man’s name. 
Once the clean record came back, the 
rest of the name could be safely filled 
in. 
Maj. Gen. William B. Fulton, the top 
general in the U.S. Army Recruiting 
Command at Fort Sheridan, 111., sent 
an urgent message to his regional com­ 
mands on August 6, describing the “go 
to jail or join the Army” problem as 
“very serious.” 
“I want you to insure that every 
member of the recruiter force is re­ 
minded again,” he instructed, “that 
the enlistment rules . . . preclude en­ 
listment processing when an applicant 
is disqualified because of a pending 
charge or active probation parole. 


The oil 'giants'-there aren't any 


When suddenly you can’t get gasoline 
at 1935 prices any more, you’ve got to 
get mad at somebody. 
And when it happens during a “poli­ 
tical year” you can hardly expect Con­ 
gress to blame itself, so the easiest tar­ 
get on which to ventilate your vitupe­ 
ration is the "giants” of the oil in­ 
dustry. 
“They created a shortage of oil and 
gasoline 
just 
so 
they 
could 
raise 
prices.” 
The “oil giants” are blamed for ma­ 
nipulating prices, but there haven’t 
been any “oil giants” since 1911. 
That was the year the Standard Oil 
trust was fragmented into competing 
companies. 
Today there are more than 40,000 in­ 
dividual oil companies, including 10,000 
engaged just in drilling and producing 
oil. 
In refining, 125 companies operate 
more than 250 refineries. 
In marketing, there are more than 
15,000 independent wholesalers. 
There are more than 200,000 gasoline 
retailers in the United States, and 
more than 90 per cent of them are “in­ 


dependent.” Only 
10 
per 
cent 
are 
“company owned.” 
There are no giants any more. Petro­ 
leum is one of our nation’s “least” con­ 
centrated” industries. No one company 
controls more than 10 per cent of any 
segment of the industry. 
Exxon is the largest of the domestic 
petroleum companies, and it controls 
less than 10 per cent of our nation’s 
production and less than 9 per cent of 
cur refining capacity. 
Exxon supplies only 8 per cent of our 
nation’s gasoline, and most of it — 
MOST of it — is marketed by indepen­ 
dent dealers. 
An 8 per cent share of the total mar­ 
ket is hardly a “monopoly.” 
But suspicion suggests, “What's to 
keep a bunch of oil companies from 
getting their heads together and con­ 
spiring to increase prices?” 
If nothing else would prevent such 
collusion, antitrust laws would. 
But 
more significant is the fact that, if you 
could get our eight largest oil co­ 
mpanies thus to conspire, they would 
control less than 60 per cent of our do­ 
mestic supply. 


far 


All those other guys would chew 
them up alive. Example: 
If the so-called “giants” wanted to 
manipulate prices, they’d need only 
conspire to squeeze their competitors 
out of business. On the contrary, in the 
last 10 years the retail gasoline sales 
of the smaller companies—the private 
brand 
marketers — have 
grown 
more rapidly than those of the majors. 
Profits: Last year, profits of the 18 
major oil companies increased 51 per 
cent. Profits of the smaller companies 
increased 87 per cent. 
We’ll overcome our nation’s energy 
shortage sooner if we stop trying to 
blame it on nonexistent "giants” and 
call it what it is: worldwide inflation. 
Indeed, since 1960 the price of gasoline 
has increased 27 per cent while con­ 
sumer prices generally have increased 
53 per cent. 
Gasoline prices over the past 14 years 
have increased half as fast as the 
prices of other things. It’s catch-up 
time. 
Now let’s stop fussing among our­ 
selves and get on with finding more oil 
or developing something better. 


Delegates deny population crisis 


LONDON (LENS) - This is World 


Population Year; and there is a lot of it 


about. 
When Kurt Waldheim, the United Na­ 
tions 
Secretary-General, 
opened 
the 
World Population Conference in Buch­ 
arest. he pointed out that during its 12- 
day session the planet’s inhabitants 
would grow by a number equal to twice 
the city’s population. 
Undaunted, many of die 149 govern­ 
mental delegations turned down, or 
simply chose to ignore, the arguments 
for a new worldwide campaign to pre­ 
vent the world’s population doubling 
over the next 35 years — as it will, if 
present trends go unchecked. 


In the draft “plan of action” of­ 
fered at Bucharest by the UN secret­ 


ariat, it was claimed that a “majority 
of the world’s people live in countries 
whose governments are attempting, as 
a matter of urgency, to reduce sig­ 
nificantly 
their 
rates of 
population 
growth.” But the delegates didn’t ap­ 
pear to be listening. 
The spokesman for India and other 
countries that are already trying to 
encourage birth control wanted the 
richer nations to do their bit towards 
easing the strains on world resources 
by curbing limitless consumption. 
Revealingly, Argentina and the So­ 
viet bloc states, which are trying to 
boost their birthrates for military rea­ 
sons in a style once associated with 
N a z i 
Germany, 
were 
conspicuous 
champions of amendments intended to 
purge the draft text of references to 


the population explosion or to targets 
for the reduction of growth rates. 
Almost 
grotesquely, 
the 
Chinese, 
while claiming that their own popula­ 
tion had risen from 550 million to 800 
million since 1950, accused both super­ 
powers of having sinister motives for 
talking about “the so-called population 
crisis.” 
In point of fact, nobody really knows 
how many Chinese there are, or have 
been; but an enlightening feature of 
Bucharest’s parallel nongovernmental 
conference last week was a Finnish ob­ 
stetrician’s account of the strict dis­ 
ciplines that are now being used to 
curb China’s birthrate quite as effec­ 
tively as would any of the proposals 
that Huang Shu-tse was denouncing in 
the governmental conference.

How controls led 
to more inflation 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Usually calm President Ford 
reacts strongly whenever price controls are mentioned. 
There’s a reason. New industrial surveys show’ just how 
much of our trouble today dates back to Mr. Nixon’s attempt 
to regulate what companies could charge for their products. 
Price controls at home when prices were soaring abroad led 
producers to sell greater quantities of scarce meaterials in the 
world market. Especially serious were exports of chemicals; 
aluminum, iron and steel scrap; petrochemicals; steels; cop­ 
per electrical equipment, and heat exchangers. 
For imported materials the situation was equally bleak. 
Foreign producers of zinc, manganese and other important 
basics naturally sold where they could get premium prices. 
That was not the U.S. market. 
Price controls, combined in some cases with stringent anti 
pollution requirements where costs could not be passed on, 
reduced profits to a point where numbers of marginal firms 
were forced out of business, further reducing supplies. The 
annual smelter production of zinc dropped from 1.4 million 
tons a few years back to 600,000. Between 1970 and 1973, 300 
small foundries went out of business. Shutdowns of aluminum, 
coke and glass plants have been reported. 
The low profit margins, some again affected by antipollution 
regulations, led other firms to delay indefinitely expansion of 
their capacity. The range here reads like a roster of basic 
industry — caustic soda, chlorine, alloys, petrochemicals, tita­ 
nium, tungsten, steel, aluminum, pulpwood, salt, soda ash, 
iron castings, manganese and on and on and on. 
And finally, these controls led many companies to cut back 
or halt production of key items where profit margins were low 
and shift to heavier output of goods where more money could 
be made under the regulations. There were cutbacks in tita­ 
nium, in key specialty alloys, some structural steel shapes and 
bars and railroad wheels (which intensified the shortage of rail­ 
way rolling stock, leading in turn to other shortages). 
Overall, there were important shortages in 63 critical mate­ 
rials, shortages which fed one on another to hold back produc­ 
tion throughout U.S. industry as demand increased sharply at 
home and abroad. 
Static production and increased demand resulted in the ago­ 
nizing inflation we now face. Economists call it demand-pull 
inflation. 


Price controls were not the sole cause of shortages and 
inflation, to be sure. As noted above, the sudden unrestrained 
financial demands of environmentalism (a most worthy cause) 
soaked up multimillions in scarce moneys and supplies re­ 
quired for industrial expansion — and boosted costs.

Dr. Lawrence Kayton, psy­ 
chiatrist, vampires probably 
were real reople: very likely 
mentally ill 
teenagers and 
young adults. 
The vampire legend can be 
seen as a vivid, visual por­ 
trayal of the world of the 
schizophrenic. This does not 
imply that your son or his 
frierds share this mental ill­ 
ness. but there are certain as­ 
pects of it that strike a chord 
in some adolescents. Many, 
for instance, feel alienated. 
Though they may have a 
rather close relationship with 
their parents, they may feel 
alienated from the rest of 
society. Many youths are us­ 
ing the occult to oppose wTiat 
they regard as the irreligious, 
dehumanized and 
mechanic 
c u l t u r e of our Western 
society. 
The vampire was an essen­ 
tially unloved creature. Ac­ 
cording to many psychiatr­ 
ists, his act of attack was 
symbolic of his desire for love 
and affection. The teeth and 
mouth 
were 
used 
because 
they served the dual purpose 
of oral gratification and a 
means of inflicting pain. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Kayton, the 


sucking of the blood indicates 
that the legendary vampire 
wanted to become part of the 
person he needed and loved. 


T h e 
legendary 
vampire 
slept in the coffin, another in­ 
dication that he wanted to be 
loved, cradled, protected and 
comforted. 
He 
roamed 
by 
night and slept by day and 
cast no reflection in the mir­ 
ror. These are all symbolic 
expressions of behavior and 
feelirgs that many present- 
day 
schizophrenics 
display. 
Not casting an image in the 
mirror means that the schi­ 
zophrenic feels no one recog­ 
nizes him, he doesn’t recog­ 
nize himself and he feels he 
doesn't really exist. 
A large part of the young per­ 
son's fascination with the Dra- 
cula legend is an unconscious 
expression of his own need for 
love and reassurance. Adoles­ 
cence is the time when most 
youngsters 
go 
through 
a 
period of wondering who they 
are and if they are. This is 
called an identity crisis. Gen­ 
erally, as the youngster ma­ 
tures, he becomes more sure of 
himself and the phase passes. 
Y o u r son may become 
bored with this fad after a 
short time, but giving him 
more affection and love might 
help him to lose interest.

U.S. jobless 
rate creeps 
up slightly 


WASHINGTON (U Pl) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate remained relative­ 
ly stable during August, creeping up 
only slightly to 5.4 per cent, the Labor 
Department said recently. 
The August rate was up from the 
July figure of 5.3 per cent, which has 
been the level for most of 1974. The 
Labor Department said 86.2 million 
persons were employed during August, 
virtually unchanged for the past two 
months. 
The unemployment rate for August 
translates to about 4.9 million Ameri­ 
cans out of work. Economists meeting 
at the White House Thursday predicted 
that next >ear the unemployment rate 
would reach 6 per cent. 
During August, the unemployment 
rates for adult women, whites, blacks, 
household heads and married men 
showed little or no change. The Labor 
Department also reported that average 
weekly hours in the private non-farm 
sector of the economy turned down 
slightly to 36.7 in August, compared to 
36.8 in July. 
The unemployment rate has risen 0.8 
per cent from last October's low level 
of 4.6 per cent. 
The brunt of the increased unemploy­ 
ment in August appeared to be carried 
by young men ages 20 to 24 years old 
and workers 55 years old and over. 
Among the young men, the unem­ 
ployment rate in August rose from 8.1 
to 9.3 per cent. Older men have had 
increasing 
unemployment 
rates 
for 
three straight months, moving from 2.3 
per cent in May to 3.2 per cent in Au- 
gust. 
The unemployment rate for teen­ 
agers in August was 15.3 per cent, 
down slightly from the 16.2 per cent 
level recorded in July. 
1 he Labor Department said the labor 
force was 91.1 million, relatively un­ 
changed since the beginning of the 
year although 2.3 million larger than a 
year ago.

care for pets, people 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (U P!) - 
During times oj tight money, 
says a veterinarian, people 
cut back on health care for 
their pets —and both animals 
and veterinarians ‘-uffer. 


“ Veterinary medicine is al­ 
ways one oi the hardest hit of 
the healing sciences during 
an inflationary or tight money 
period," said Dr. Mark E. 
Place, a local 
veterinarian 
and a trustee of the Ohio 
Siate Veterinary Medical As­ 
sociation. 
“ In other times a pet owner 
is more than willing to pro­ 
tect his pet. either because of 
a dollar investment or an 
emotional tie. 
“ But when money is scarce, 
persons tend to debate paying 
the necessary money if that 
sum is large." he added. “ It 
your looth hurts, you don’t 
hesitate saying to the dentist 
’Hang the cost. Fix it.’ But if 
ii v. ill cost a large amount ol 
money to treat a pet prop­ 
erly, many owners are liable 
to say, ‘Gee doc, I don’t know 
if I can afford that.” ’ 
Place said recent 
figures 
indicate the nation's pet popu­ 
lation 
i6 
increasing at 
an 
alarming rate bur other fig­ 
ures indicate only about half 
of the nation’s pets are ever 
seen by a veternarian. 
“ Persons considering buy­ 
ing a pet —especially a dog 
— should ask themselves just 
why they want a pet and they 
should have a reason for buy­ 
ing the animal, whether it be 
for breeding, showing or a 
companion or whatever. 
“ Most importantly, to pa­ 
raphrase a quotation, don’t 
ask what the dog can do for 
you, but what you can do for 
the dog. Give the dog a pur­ 
pose in life and select the 
b r e e d for that purpose,” 
Place said.

Montclair will feel 
more at home now 


Jack Simpson can’t believe it. 
The Montclair High football coach 
thinks he’s hallucinating. 
He’s not — it’s for real. 
“ I’ve been here for 10 years,*’ he 
revealed, “ and this seem s unreal. It’s 
like I’m looking at a m irage.” 
At the tim e he made that statem ent 
he was standing in the middle of Mon­ 
tclair’s new football stadium, a $250,000 
complex. Located on the south field at 
the school, the stadium went under 
construction in April and was just com­ 
pleted this summer. 
It will be christened on Friday, Sept. 
20 when the Cavaliers host their 1974 
season opener against arch-rival Alta 
Loma. 
“ It won’t be very significant to the 
players until the first gam e,” the Mon­ 
tclair skipper pointed out. “ but it’s 
very significant to us right now (m ean­ 
ing his coaching staff). And the adults 
in the community are very enthused 
about it.”

What it all means is that Montclair 
will no longer have to play its home 
games on foreign turf. In the past, the 
Cavs had to take Upland High’s field 
for its home games. But now the only 
time they'll play on Highlander Fieid 
will be in visitors’ roles. 
However, Simpson doesn’t think play­ 
ing on their own field will make much 
difference 
in 
his 
players’ 
perfor­ 
mances. 
“ It’ll only make a difference to a 
small percentage of them ,” he said. 
He also doesn’t think it’ll make much 
difference in the attendance at games. 
“ We’ve always had a good following 
here,” he commented, 
“even when 
we’re losing.” 
And that’s been a long time — losing 
that is. 
The Cavs haven’t had a winning 
league season since 1966. when they 
won the San Antonio League champion­ 
ship with a 7-0 record. 
In the past seven years, the Cava­ 
liers have chalked up a record of 12 
wins. 35 losses and two ties. 
Will this year be any different? 
It doesn’t look like the Cavs will be 
overpowering, but they do show some 
promise. Of course, they can’t do much 
worse than last year (0-6-1). 
Brent Jetton will be putting in his 
v cond year as ‘■.tartine quarterback 
for the Cavs. and he’ll have a host of 
c ¡irk running backs and fleet recei­ 
vers backing him up. 
Montclair proved that they won’t be 
a pushover this year when it won its 
cl v'sion in the passing league at Chaf- 
Ity College this summer. 
Mid of course, Jetton led the way, 
“ He’s more fam iliar with the pat­ 
terns this year,” Simpson pointed out. 
“ He knows where to find his secondary 
receivers now. He really looked good 
it th'*t passing league.”

Jetton also stands out in the compu- 
rv 
of his team m ates. His hair is a 
lKtle loneer than the rest of theirs — 
act because his hair has grown longer 
than last year, but because the rest of 
the team is shorter. 
“ We have a three-inch limit on hair 
this year,” Simpson said. "We sent out 
letters to four teams in each of the 
Mur divisions of CIF and found out 
that 14 of the 16 schools have a policy 
on hair.” 
So . . . Simpon has added a little 
discipline to his attack. 
“ Almost all of the team s which were 
successful last year had a hair policy,” 
Simpson added. “ The only team that 
didn’t that we know of is Monrovia, 
and they finished second in CIF.” 
A lot of the Montclair players have 
gone one step beyond the three-inch 
limit — wearing crew cuts. 
So now Montclair has a new stadium, 
a veteran quarterback, a little more 
discipline and a very optimistic outlook 
ior the upcoming season.

“ It feels great that’s all I can say,” 
Zahn grinned. “ I’ve pitched a lot of 
consistent games, but haven’t had a lot 
of runs before. This is sure a great 
feeling.” 
It’s been a long road for the 6-1, 180- 
pound lefthander from Baltimore. Zahn 
was a fifth-round selection in the sec­ 
ondary phase of the 1968 free-agent 
draft. He was shuttled up and down 
and back and forth for six years in the 
Dodger farm system with stops at 
Daytona Beach, El Paso, Spokane and 
spent four seasons at Albuquerque in 
two different classifications. 
“ You spend a lifetime getting to the 
big leagues,” he related and for him it 
has been true. “ I’m doing something in 
my first year up here,” he continued. 
“ I wake up in the morning and ask 
myself if I’m really in a m ajor league 
pennant race.” 
Until Tommy John hurt his arm , the 
best way to describe the frequency of 
Zahn’s appearances is rarely and not 
at all. 
“ I don't try to think of Tommy John 
or anyone else,” Zahn said. “I just 
trry to go out and do the oest I can.”

Notre 
Dame and Ohio State return
